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Election Analysis 


The votes gained by the National Front on May 5 have attracted a great 
deal of attention and analysis. Many who had previously taken the posi- 
tion that it was better to ignore them, in the hope that such a pretence 
would make them fade away, now concede that despite their ostrich like 
approach, in certain areas of the country they pose a steadily growing 
threat to democracy. 

Whilst the Front made an impact in the GLC elections this is by no 
means true of the position nationally. In some areas their results were 
down on those achieved in 1976. A factor that was not due to chance, 


8 but the positive work by many local committees that had been able to 
9 break out of the constraints of rigid sectarianism, and involve an increas- 


ing number of diverse organisations in consistant work against racialism 
and fascism. 

Another important factor has been the very positive position taken by 
a number of local newspapers. 

Although we do not have all the figures covering the seats contested 
by the National Front, the following analysis should be of value to our 


readers.

Although the London overall figure is not high there is a great deal of 
concern over the votes in the East End which reached 10% to 15% ina 
number of seats. 

The National Party continued its decline as its candidates hit rock 
bottom. In London only one candidate, in Deptford, had a significant 
vote. But the biggest kick in the teeth came from the Blackburn area 
where Kingsley Read, the NPs only surviving councillor, received a deri- 
sory 300 votes in his own neck of the woods. “How are the ‘mighty’ 
fallen.” 


BRIGHTON 
— BRITAINS RACIST CAPITAL 


Visitors to this pleasant resort on 
the South Coast, rarely suspect that 
the town is at the heart of many of 
Britain’s leading racist operations. 
Within the town and the area around 
a number of the major decision are 
made that move the leaderships of 
most of the important Fascist, and 
Racist Organisations in this country. 

Prior to the second world war 
Mosley had a strong base in the area 
and some of his local followers and 
some who supported the even more 
Nazi Arnold. Leese found them- 
selves looked up under Regulation 
18b for at least part of the war 
years. The war was hardly over be- 
fore they were at it again, but they 
suffered a major defeat when 
Mosley tried to organise a major 
rally in the area in the late forties. 
His members suffered very severely 
at the hands of thousands of Anti- 
Fascists who attacked them as they 
were bussed into the town. 

All was fairly quiet until the 
sixties when the owners of the 
Heidelberg Hotel in Lower Rock 
Gardens a family that consisted of a 
fanatical racist mum born in Ger- 
many a husband that had been a 
long standing supporter of Mosley 
and their son, the Hancock’s came 
together with Jimmy Doyle a local 
Conservative Party member. 

Doyle was involved in crooked 
deals involving stolen antiques (he 
was later jailed for three years). 
Along with other racists within and 
without the Tory Party and the ex- 
treme right they formed the Racial 
Preservation Society. Other leading 
lights both British and European 
became frequent visitors and don- 
ators to the coffers of the RPS 
funds and the two-some became a 
foursome when Raymond Bamford 
a very wealthy son of the big engin- 
eering firm of the same name 
arrived with cash in hand and 
introductions to leading former SS 
men in Germany and other places. 
The fourth man was Robin Beau- 


claire an extreme racist who had 
made a good deal of money after 
the war from property and a 
catering business. Money was soon 
being raised from Senior Civil 
Servants and Military top brass and 
a mass circulation broadsheet well 
prepared and printed started to 
appear in various parts of the 
country under the title of RPS 
News or the British Independent. 
After a mass of complaints a num- 
ber of the leading people were 
charged in a case that became 
known as the Lewes Trial. The 
prosecution was under the Race 
Relations Act and if it had suc- 
ceeded it would have meant that 
most racist trash would have been 
illigalised over night. The defend- 
ants included Hancock, a Midland 
Racist and a Rhodesian spy work- 
ing for Ian Smiths’ regime who was 
active in the newly formed National 
Front. The case failed because it 
seemed clear from the outset that 
the Crown were not prepared to 
challenge the credibility of the 
defence witnesses. These included 
a South London doctor who 
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claimed that he could give an 
objective view on Blacks. He had 
been a Mosleyite who had been 
Court Marshalled during the war 
for Pro-Facist sympathies. His evi- 
dence was never challenged. Joy 
Page a leading light in British Racial 
Politics for years was allowed to 
testify as a Tenaats leader and at 
the end of the case they were 
cleared. 

Over the moon with their success 
the RPS now a part of the N.F. 
spread their areas of interest via 
Doyle to the Monday Club and 
Conservative Party in the area and 
further afield and set up a group 
known as the Sussex Forum. 

This included members of the 
Monday Club and various Extremist 
groups and one of the leading 
lights was John Ormowe then at 
Sussex University who _ openly 
admitted his belief in the ideas of 
the late Adolf Hitler. 

A third force of influence on 
the scene was the Hancock’s con- 
nections with the Northern League, 
a quasi cultural Nazi group first 
set up in this country by friends 
of Bamford but later to be run 
from Holland and Germany by 
leading Ex-SS men and women and 
their war time collaborators. The 
strange mix and inter change of 
Tories and hard line Nazis was to 
say the least remarkable. 

Doyle himself had been very 
active in local Tory politics up till 
and after his admitance of being a 
hard line racist. Apart from his 
criminal activities involving the 
antiques at that time he also had 
a previous conviction for a sadistic 
attack on a police officer, he had 
stubbed out a lighted cigarette on 
the officer’s face. So much for the 
lovers of law and order. 

The Monday Club links were 
exposed in the early seventies and 
a number of Racists were expelled 
including Ormowe and young Han-_ 
cock who it turned out had got 
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himself into membership of the 
Monday Club and possibly the Tory 
Party proper. 

The next blow came when a 
number of Neo-Nazis who were 
attending a Northern League Rally 
at the Royal Pavilion Hotel in 
Brighton were attacked by an angry 
crowd of Ex-Servicemen. The pre- 
vious year’s rally, held behind 
closed doors, had not only been 
attended by leading racists like 
Martin Webster and Colin Jordan 
but also members of the Column 
88 the Nazi secret group and 
members of both the Monday Club 
and Tory Party. 

Doyle came out of prison 
declaring that he was no longer 
involved in Racist politics but at 
once set about his old activities. 
He aquired a large house at Bolney 
outside Brighton. The house a vic- 
torian folly has been used in many 
Hammer Horror films because of 
its weierd Gothic style, though the 
style may be less wierd than some 
of the visitors to it, Robin Beau- 
claire, the Hancocks, Martin Web- 
ster and Russian spy John Vassal 
have been amongst the visitors in 
recent times. 

Now young Hancock much 
travelled in the last year has a new 
responsibility he is operating the 
racists rights publishign set up 
and although he claims that only 
RPS work is within his scope it is 
clear that far more is being pub- 
lished by him. The money coming 
from Beauclaire and others. 

The Hancocks themselves are not 
hard up having investments in 
South Africa that pay them a very 
good dividend. 

The very top echelons of the 
N.F. have also come under the 
influence of this area with the 
appointment of Richard Verrall as 
Editor of Spearhead, he hails from 
Hove. frank Clifford a fromer Vice 
Chairman of the N.F. lived and died 
along the coast and Oliver Gilbert 
a former employer of Martin Web- 
ster set up a debating Society in 
Worthing that attracted a number 
of local Tories before it became 
clear that this elderly gentleman 
had been locked up during the war 
for his support of British Nazi 
Arnold Leese. The local Tory MP 
denounced his operation both in 
the press and on local Brighton 
radio. At least one large Hitler 
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Doyle’s House at Bolney, used by Hammer Films as a setting for Horror Films. 


Birthday celebration has been held 
in that area in recent times. Dennis 
Pirie former member of The Nat- 
ional Socialist Movement and its 
Para-Military wing Spearhead, the 
Greater Britain Movement and later 
on the NF leadership before going 
with the National Party ‘Brown- 
shirts’ at the time of the split 
is living in Brighton and playing an 
active part in Racist politics in the 
area. He was sent to prison for his 
part in running Spearhead in the 
early sixties. 

Young Hancock has been gett- 
ing presents of little books from 
his racist friends in America which 
include copies of the Anarchist 
Cook Book, a Guerrila manual that 
teaches people how to make home 
made bombs.

On 19 March the Watford Evening Echo ran a story on Robert Relf’s move to Luton where he obtained em- 
ployment as a bus driver for United Counties, a third of whose employees are coloured. 
He is quoted as saying “It’s a degrading experience having to be supported by your wife, so I had no option 


but to move away. 


“Now I just want to put the past behind me and lead a quiet life’’. 

We don’t know who is trying to kid who but almost at the time he was making that statement Robert Relf, 
far from “putting the past behind him” to lead a quiet life, was swinging back into action. 

He told a BBC reporter that he would support the KKK if a branch was started in Britain, and was sending 
out letters such as the one shown here, which went to the Race Relations Board.

At Saint-Flour 22 Turkish workers 
surrounded all night in their huts 
by the C.R.S., then arrested at 
dawn and expelled the next day 
without being able to take with 
them, their meagre belongings. In 
Lyon, in spite of the laws, 115 im- 
migrants, mainly Algerian, brutally 
made redundant for having gone on 
strike, by the cleaning company 
where they worked. In the whole of 
France many tenants of the SONA- 
COTRA, dragged before tribunals 
and threatened with having their 
wages seized because they are 
calling for a fit place to live...

National Party 


in Decline 


as KKK Contacts Exposed 


The National Party has been dealt 
a double blow in recent weeks. 
Beset with internal wrangling it has 
lost many members and is now 
struggling for survival, and one of 
its leading officials, Richard Law- 
son editor of Britain.First, has been 
exposed for his connections with 
an American neo-Nazi group that 
has KKK contacts, the National 
Youth Alliance, and its journal 
“‘Attack”’, see page 11 this issue. 


Details of Lawson’s correspond- 
ence with Nick Camerota assistant 
editor of Attack came out when 
disgruntled members of the Nation- 
al Party started to distribute doc- 
uments to certain members of the 
press. When interviewed by David 
Allin in the Lancashire Evening 
News on 15 April, Kingsley Read 
tried to bluff his way out of a 
difficult situation by claiming the 
letter was a product of the National 
Front “dirty tricks’ department, 
but he later admitted that it was 
genuine. 

He then said “‘I still do not think 
that Richard Lawson seriously 
realised what sort of people he was 
in contact with, he is one of the 
more democratic members of our 
executive (our emphasis) and even 
a little bit left. 

“But I would admit that the 
implications contained in the letter 
are serious and that members of 
the party executive will take it very 
seriously indeed”’. 

When pressed to explain Law- 
son’s involvement with American 
Nazis and advertising their journal, 
Attack, in Britain First, Read said 
that Lawson “may not have real- 
ised what type of publication it 
was.” 

What an amazing picture Read 
paints. Here we have the editor of 
_ the National Party journal and a 
leading member of the party 
executive supposedly not knowing 
what time of the day it is pol- 
itically. 

A look at the letter we reproduce 
would certainly clear that one up. 
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Note the terms in which it is writ- 
ten. . . . Dear Richard and signed 
Nick. . . and of course the question 
also arises as to why Lawson main- 
tained his contacts until the 
moment of exposure. Is Kingsley 
Read really trying to say that even 
a casual glance at Attack would not 
reveal its political standpoint? Or 
that in the June 1976 issue for in- 
stance Camerota’s reference to the 


famous ‘“‘seer” whom he quotes 
was any other than... Adolf 
Hitler? 


Searchlight has recently been 
able to take a much closer look at 
the National Party through a 
number of interviews with leading 
members. Amongst them was 
Marion Powell a former executive 
committee member and Parliament- 
ry candidate. 

When the split occured in the 
National Front in December 1975 
and the National Party was formed, 
Searchlight was probably on its 
own in estimating that the split 
was very much in Tyndall’s favour. 
We calculated that the member- 
ship went 9,000 to the Front and 
2,500 to the National Party, with 
about 750 undecided. Marion

image and at first there was great 
enthusiasm, but it soon became 
apparant, particularly on the exec- 
utive, that they had not in fact 
succeeded. She particularly 
resented the open anti-semitism of 
the majority of the executive 
members. 

Although in favour of much 
of National Party policy (hanging, 
birching, halt to coloured immi- 
gration) she said she drew the line 
at co-operation with Nazi elements. 
Things came to a head in June or 
July 1976 when the question of 
accepting an invitation to the 
German neo-Nazi NPD conference 
in Hamburg on August 7. 

The majority on the executive 
were opposed to the visit since they 
thought it would do them a lot of 
harm if it became known, but Read 
and one or two others were very 
much in favour. 

Searchlight also interviewed 
Henry Lord, who although still a 
member of the NP was awaiting dis- 
ciplinary action at a special meeting 
on April 28. He confirmed in detail 
the connection with the neo-Nazi 
NPD and said they had originally 
contacted him by phone, thinking 
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Powell confirmed that we had made 
a very accurate assesment. 

We put it to her that in reality 
the split was not about “Pop- 
ularists”’ versus Nazis because there 
were too many in the National 
Party leadership who in fact had 
the same background as Tyndal, 
Webster and others. 

In reply Marion POwell pointed 
out that there were many who 
really did think it was a question of 
purging themselves of the Nazi 


he was a member of the National 
Front. When he explained that 
there had been a split and that he 
had joined the National Party 
they asked for a meeting to be 
arranged with its leadership. 

Sometime in June or July he 
went with Kingsley Read and 
other members of the executive to 
meet three members of the German 
party at Paddington station. 

He then claimed that in Decem- 


ber 1976 or January 1977 a leading 
member of the NPD arrived at 
Pawson Road, the National Party 
Headquarters, whilst an executive 
meeting was in progress and al- 
though not allowed into the meet- 
ing, was seen afterwards for discuss- 
ions. 

Marion Powell and Henry Lord 
both claimed that following the 
removal of Kingsley Read as chair- 


man of the National Party exec- 
utive control has passed into the 
hands of Steve Brady, a young man 
in his early twenties who comes 
from Belfast and whom, some 
National Party members claim, has 
contacts with one of the Prot- 
estant extremist organisations. 
Membership of the party had 
shown a marked decline and is now 
only effectively a few hundred. 


This is confirmed by the difficult- 
ies they had in putting up candid- 
ates for the local elections. Their 
original claim that they would 
contest all the seats in the GLC 
elections for instance was wide of 
the mark, and they finished up 
with only 22 candidates. 

It may be too soon to claim the 
end of the National Party, but the 
beast is at least badly wounded.

Why ‘Nazi’ remark was wrong 





THE Lancashire Evening 
Telegraph of April 2 
reported a speech meade 
by Mr David Steel at 
Accrington. 

In _ the course of his 
speech, he referred to the 

ational Front as follows: 
“As far as the National 
Front are concerned, we 
face the problem of the 
education of our young 
people, because there is 
some evidence that their

As President of the 
National Front, I demand 
that Mr Steel withdraws 
that remark as untrue and 
very inaccurate. 

I would point out that the 
founding chairman of the 
National Front, A. K. Ches- 


terton, M.C., saw active ser- 
vice in both World Wars, 
that our deputy chairman, 
Commander Andrew Foun- 
taine, in World War Two, 
that our directorate chair- 
man, John Tyndall, as a 
42-year-old, was still at 
school during the last war, 
but served his country 
honourably as a National 
Serviceman in the Royal 
Tank Corps during the 1950s 
and that several other 
members of our 20-strong 
national directorate also 
saw active service in World 
War Two. Our most dis- 
tinguished ex-serviceman is 
Major General Richard Hil- 
ton, DS.0., M.C., D.F.C, 


Thousands of ex-Sservice- 
men and women are among 
our membership, and many 
of them are well-decorated. 
We hold an annual Remem- 
brance Day parade to the 
Cenotaph, which last 
was supported by

On the general point that Squadron 
Leader Broadley makes, that there 
is some special criteria in being an 
ex-serviceman that makes for polit- 
ical wisdom. Suffice it to say that 
so were Hitler, Goering and Co; 
and need one point out that so was 
. Franco, whilst the facist Chile 
Junta leaders are of course serving 
officers. But perhaps that is the 
point he is trying to make. 

His reference to A.K. Chest- 
erton is almost laughable since he 
was a leading member of the pre- 
war British Union of Facists. And- 
rew Fountaine was removed as a 
Conservative Party Parliamentary 
candidate because of his rabid anti- 
semitism and was then involved 


with Colin Jordan and other Nazis 
such as his present colleagues John 
Tyndall and Martin Webster who 
were members of the National 
Socialist Movement and _ wrote 
regular eulogies of the Nazi regime 
(see page 17 Searchlight No. 22). 

Squadron Leader Broadley may 
well have an interesting family 
tree, but what having uncles who 
captained Yorkshire at cricket or 
won the Derby (I always thought 
horses did that) in 1925, and a 
niece who captained Britain’s 
womens Olympic ski team, have to 
do with his being President of a 
racist and fascist party is not clear. 
As for the five members of par- 
liament and an ex-Governer General 


is he implying that they would 
have approved his racist activities? 
He must obviously know his own 
family best. Perhaps they were 
ardent supporters of colonialism; 
if so that could well explain his 
present commitment. 

The most sickening thing of all 
however is his reference to his 
brother officers who were murd- 
ered on the personal orders of 
Hitler. He writes this when Pres- 
ident of a party many of whose 
leading members have been freq- 
uently exposed as admirers of 
Hitler and his regime. 

If ever there was a case of taking 
names in vain this surely is it. 
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Despite a call for national support 
for their provocative St. George’s 
Day demonstartion, the National 


Front could only mobolise about 
600 to take part. The probable 


reason for this lack of support was 
a perhaps the knowledge that one of 
the most broadly based anti-fascist 


mobolisations seen for some time 


was taking place, and that far from 
stopping it the attempt by the 
chief executive officer of the 
Harringay Council to ban the anti- 
fascists whilst allowing the Front 
to march, only made people more 
determined than ever to turn out. 

So on the 23 April over 4000 
anti-fascists turned out to express 
their hatred of racism and all the 
National Front stands for. 

Of particular importance was 
the fact that some 40 members 
of the Harringay Council, both 
Labour and Conservative, joined 
the demonstration under their 
own banner. 

The important thing is to make 
sure that this widespread unity is 
maintained and developed around 
an effective committee. 

Reports indicate that as a result 
of the day of action some 82 
people were arrested and details 
are starting to emerge of Front 
revenge attacks in the area against 
immigrants. We hope to _ have 
more details in our next issue.

SUPPORT THE BOLTON SEVEN 


For the past four years the anti- 
fascist Committee in Bolton has 
waged a consistant struggle against 
the fascist forces in our area, and 
has supported national struggles. In 
Bolton the campaign has covered 
factories, estates, and shopping 
centres. It has taken the form of 
leafleting, flyposting, election cam- 
paigns as well as raising the issue 
in trade union branches, the trades 
council and in the broader labour 
movement. We believe that this 
has severely restricted the growth 
and development of the two 
main fascist organisations in Bol- 
ton, and therefore also in the 
neighbouring towns and _ villages. 
Both the National Front and the 
National Party after an_ initial 
development have declined in mem- 
bership and also in influence. Their 
latest election results were the 
worst ever. 

Every time they have crept out 
of their holes we have opposed 
them and forced them back. Of 
course even though they have lost 
support a hard core remain who 
are always ready to creep out again 
if they feel we are weak or if they 
sense a ‘mood’ they can exploit. 
Such a case occured last summer 
when the hard core decided to 
creep out and test the air. 

On several occasions they ass- 
embled in the Bolton shopping 
precinct to sell and distribute 








their racist and fascist literature. 
On each occasion they were con- 
fronted by members of the Asian 
Youth Organisation, the anti-fascist 
committee, and various left groups. 
On most occasions the fascists 
were succesfully prevented from 
selling and distributing their pre- 
judice, but on Saturday 21 August 
things were different. The fascists 
(unknown to us) were met by a 
contingent of police at the local 


railway station and were escorted 
the half mile to the town centre. 
On arrival the police formed into 
a cordon protecting the National 
Front and National Party members, 
who then began to sell and dis- 
tribute their papers and leaflets. 


The anti-fascist demonstrators 
made their way toward the fascists 
and stood at a distance from the 
police. At a signal from the police 
inspector in charge, the reinforce- 
ments, drawn from several nearby 
towns, charged our supporters and 
made arrests. One of those arrested 
was a UCATT member and a site 
convenor, who later received a 
broken rib and concussion as a 
result of a police ‘interview’ in the 
Bolton cells. Another four of the 
seven arrested were young Asians. 
and ironically the charges included 
“breaking the Race Relations Act’. 
The trials took place during the 
period of November of last year 
to January of this year, during 
which the Police Prosecutor, the 
chief of Police and the local news- 
paper combined in an attempt to 
smear the anti-fascist forces, and to 
secure the verdicts and sentences 


Youth Organisation members, the 
agonising months of waiting for the 
trials has been replaced by the 
daunting spectacle of severe fines. 
No doubt the police and the 
fascists hope that these heavy 
fines and costs will break the 
spirit and determination of our 
forces. It will not. But in truth it 
has been a serious setback resulting 
in a number of people dropping out 
of activity and it has taken us some 





they desired. They were succesful. 

For some, particularly the Asian 
time to win them back and win 
others to our struggle. The seven 
who were charged landed up with 
fines totalling £500. 

The undisguised hostility of the 
police together with the attitudes — 
of the local magistrates has hit us 
and weakened us in a way which 
the fascists have never been able to. 
We are not broken and we are not 
beaten, but we do need some help. 
We need some help from you the 
reader, and we need it — NOW. 
We have raised almost £300 locally 
but there are not enough of us to 
raise much more. Even a couple of 
pounds from your organisation 
would help. Fifty pences from 
yourselves would mount up. Do it 
now sisters and brothers. Don’t 
delay, postpone and forget. Show 
us some real, solid, material help. 
Do it now.

The party is led by Gerhard 
Lauck and much of its propa- 
ganda is produced in German. 
They have taken thousands of 
leaflets into West Germany for 
distribution. Last year Lauck was 
caught by the German authorities 
and detained for four months 
before being deported. Although 
refused entry into Britain last 
month he has made several visits 
and engaged in political activity. 

The journal, also printed in 
German is called ‘N. S. Kampfruf’.

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BEING BLACK IN 
AMERICA IN 1977 


The late 1960’s saw a massive up- 
surge by Black Americans in their 
fight for equal rights. Across the 
U.S.A. a new spirit prevailed as 
Black people threw themselves into 
a nationwide struggle for those 
rights and the campaign was supp- 
orted by white progressives, part- 
icularly on the university and 
college campus where Black rights 
were the ‘in thing’. 

Mass rallies involving tens of 
thousands were held, there were 
marches into the Southern States 
and in the cities anger boiled over 
at the repression and harrasment 
in the overcrowded ghettos. Even in 
the prisons the demands of the 
Freedom marchers were taken up 
and Attica aquired a new meaning. 

What then in 1977 is the nett 
result of that upsurge? What is 
the position of Black America 
today? 

No doubt the middle class Black 
has been able to buy himself a 
slice of the cake and hold onto 
some of the gains, but for the great 
majority of Blacks the picture is 
very different. 

On January 11 Vernon Jordan, 
executive director of the National 
Urban League, released a ‘State of 


Black America’ report on _ the 
current position of the Black 
citizens of the United States 
of America. 


In presenting the report Vernon 
Jordan said, “1976 was a year of 
continued hardship for Black 
people. A year of unrelenting 
struggle for survival in a national 
climate marked by recession and by 
majority attitudes ranging from in- 
difference to hostility toward the 
plight of minorities.” 

What that means in real terms is 
' spelt out by the stark figures of 
the report. Of the 1,500,000 
officially unemployed Blacks half 
were ineligible for unemployment 
benefit, and the level of unemploy- 
ment has remained almost constant 
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over the last two years... “actual 
Black joblessness has remained at 
the level of one out of every four 
workers’. 

As in Britain young Blacks have 
been hit hardest by the recession. 
The official figures indicate an 
unemployment rate of 40% but the 
report claims that the actual fig- 
ures are nearer to 60%. Black ex- 
Servicemen in the 20-24 year old 
age group had an official unemploy- 
ment rate of 26% against 13% for 
their white counterparts. 

Latest figures for poverty levels, 
that is 5,500 per year for a family 
of four, show that 31% of Blacks 
are below the level against 10% for 
whites. In other words Black 
people are three times more likely 
to be poor. 

Average family income stood at 
8,779 for Blacks whilst the corres- 
ponding figure for white families 


was 14,268. 
Health Statistics 

The National Urban League 
pinpointed the blame for the 
failure to make inroads into the 
unemployment and poverty 


problem as “the abuse by local 
governments of programs designed 
ostensibly to aid disadvantaged 
workers’, and they also charged 
that in addition problems were 
created by ‘“‘inadequate public 
transportation between Black 
communities and job sites’’. 

Health statistics for Black Ameri- 
cans were another yardstick for 
measuring depressed standards. The 
report showed that Black women 
were three times more likely to 
die in childbirth than white women 
and that 24.4% Blacks suffer from 
heart disease — more than twice 
the rate of white sufferers. 

In a projection based on present 
figures the National Urban League 
have calculated that for every 1,000 
Black babies born in 1974 the 
survival rate by the time they 
would be eligible for social security 


insurance, would be 581, whilst 
for whites 738 would be living. 

The poor health standard for 
Black Americans can well be under- 
stood when the doctor ratio is 
looked at. For every 3,000 Black 
inner city dwellers there is one 
doctor compared to the national 
average of one for every 700 
people, and only 1.7% of all U-S. 
doctors are Black. 

Housing is another acute prob- 
lem that has been aggrevated by 
the trend to clear central areas of 
many cities to make way for 
middle income white families. The 
report condemns the failure of the 
agencies set up for the purpose of 
tackling housing problems. 

“Despite the federal govern- 
ment’s Community Development 
Block Grant Programme, which 
identifies the economic intergra- 
tion of housing as one of its seven 
objectives, the amount of money 
spent for this purpose is so neg- 
ligible that HUD (Housing Urban 
Development) itself has’ not found 
an adequate way of measuring its 
expendidtures in this area. 

Instead, 40% of the Block Grant 
Programme funds used in neigh- 
bourhoods classified as minority by 
HUD have been used for land 
clearance p'rposes while only 14% 
of funds spent in these areas have 
been used to rehabilitate housing or 
support housing construction!”’. 

The report is a catalogue of the 
struggle of Black America against 
the erosian of the gains made in 
recent years, and in preparation for 
the next surge forward. In a series 
of questions to the 107 local 
branches of the National Urban 
League an attempt was made to 
acess the feelings of Black people 
on every aspect affecting their lives. 

Their response to international 
events was quite clear — “African 
liberation efforts held the greatest 
importance for Blacks in 1976”. 
It says all there is to say.

PAPERS SAY 


There is clearly some kind of 
experiment going on, undertaken 
by the National Party, to see if 
people are able to believe two 
completely contradictory things at 
one and the same time. The results 
of this experiment will clearly 
affect the future thrust of the 
Party’s propaganda. 

What they have done is to print 
an article in the latest (April) 
issue of their sheet Britain First 
which lists a number of Jewish 
supporters of Harold Wilson, men, 
we are told “of alien loyalties’, 
“Zionists”, ‘‘sinister financial back- 
ers’ and so on. All conventional 
anti-semitic stuff. 

But what is this? At the end of 
the same article, we read that “‘the 
National Party has never taken an 
anti-Jewish stance’’. 

Having just spent thirteen para- 
graphs taking a clear and unmis- 
takable anti-Jewish stance, this is 
evidence that either the National 
Party is going mad, or it is seeing 
how far it can take its confused 
supporters into Lewis Carroll terri- 
tory without them collapsing under 
the strain.

The previous (March) Britain 
First contains an interesting tale. 
According to BF, a number of 
photos have been distributed to the 
press, ‘‘some of which show youths 
undergoing para-military training 
with rifles. The youths are pic- 
tured wearing T-Shirts of the 
National Party of the United 
Kingdom’’. BF alleges that these 
photos were forged, an “elaborate 


hoax” perpetrated by the National 
Front, and “‘at least two of the 
youths in the pictures . . . have 
been positively identifies as mem- 
bers of the French National Front”’. 

What is interesting, of course, 
is where the French NF got hold of 
its rifles; the evidence of increased 
international links by both the 
NF and the NP, and the fact that 
two Frenchmen participated in the 
Front’s 26 February meeting in 
Birmingham.

Pot calling the kettle continued. 
The March/April edition of the 
irregular National Front News tells 
us the following happy yarn: 

“‘National Party Executive mem- 
ber Mrs Marion Powell, the splinter 
group’s candidate in the Walsall 
North by-election, has been ex- 


pelled by the group’s ‘Inner 
Council’. 

The reason? Her Stevenage, 
Herts, Branch liased with the 


Islington, London, Branch to prop- 
ose AGM motions ‘designed to 
democratise the party’. 

A pre-AGM meeting of NP 
members in Islington was invaded 
by ‘Inner Council’ members in- 
cluding J. K. Read, R. Lawson, 
S. Brady, P. Holland and Joan 
Sandland. 

Islington NP officials reported: 
‘They yelled obscene abuse .. . 
fighting broke out . . .Brady at- 
tacked OAP Mrs Ellen Thomp- 
SOneea 

It is not clear whether this is a 
condemnation of NP thuggery, or 
the NF complaining about the NP 
stealing its tactics. 


An amusing little homily is 
printed in NF News. It is couched 
in the language that the NF fondly 
believe is employed by the lower 
orders, and it goes like this:

“If you run one of them Bran- 
ches what don’t pay their NF News 
bills quick, then you are obstruc- 
tin’ the regular production of the 
paper — and that makes an’ my 
mates dahn ‘Oxton way an’ Brick 
Lane very angry — ter say nuffin’ 
of old Fat Guts at HQ. So I’m 
telling yer — if you don’t pay up 
double-quick, than me an’ a few of 
the boys are goin’ ter go rahnd your 
place and collect the lolly PER— 
SONALLY = ..3-° 

Even more amusing than the 
copy itself is the fact that above it 
is a picture of a thug called Derrick 
Day, who features in a paragraph 
not two inches below: 

“The committee of Hackney NF 
branch wish it to be known that Mr 
Day has not been adopted as a GLC 
candidate as stated in our last 
issue.” 

According to the Hackney Gaz- 
ette of 7 January this year, Mr Day 
was recently charged with the 
possession of offensive weapons 
and criminal damage. The case was 
dismissed for lack of prosecution 


evidence. ‘Witnesses’, the paper 
reported, “had failed to attend 
court”’.

A plug is given on the back 
page of NF News to Owen Masters, 
the NF Gloucester candidate.

But it does lead us to recall 
another reference to Amin, made 
in Britain First (in 1975, when that 
paper supported the National 
Front) which seemed to view Amin 
as a repository of some wisdom: 

“The Ruling Establishment in 
the United States has aimed several 
strong attacks against President Idi 
Amin following his speech at the 
United Nations when he said that 
the U.S. was in the total grip of 
international Zionism. 

“America’s UN Ambassador. 
Baniel Patrick Moynihan, told a 
meeting of American editors: 
‘There are some things we will 
just not put up with’. 

“The truth?”

Action, the fortnightly of the 
Mosleyite Union Movement, spends 
much of its latest issue (April 1) 
doling out praises to Sir Oswald 
and advertising his wife’s new 
book. All very predictable stuff. 

But there is one joke, and one 
non-joke, which set this Action 
apart. 

The joke is quoting Sir Oswald 
(in an article attacking Enoch 
Powell) as saying “When you are 
part of a team you must remain 
loyal to it’. As readers will recall, 
Sir Oswald was a member of five 
political parties, including the 
Labour and Conservative Parties, in 
his efforts to make himself Prime 
Minister. 

The non-joke is contained in this 
list of people that Action would 
like running the country: 

“What is needed is a true Nat- 
ional Government drawn from all 
the vital elements in the nation— 
in industry, the unions, business 
life, the Civil Service, the Uni- 
versities, and the forces of the 
Crown” (our emphasis). 
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Does Sir Oswald now fancy him- 
self as head of a military junta? 
Watch this space.

And so we come to The Free 
Nation, fortnightly of the National 
Association for Freedom, and a 
stirring call on page four of the 15 
April edition. 

Apparantly a “cheap paperback 
edition” has just been published 
of Robert Moss’ book The Col- 
lapse of Democracy, and one Dr 
K. W. Watkins spends two columns 
lauding it to the skies. 

Quite a lot of this article is spent 
summarising the book, or at least 
some of the book. For Dr Wat- 
kins becomes remarkably coy about 
the volume’s conclusions: 

“The third theme in the book”, 
he reports with unacustomes bre- 
vity, “is concerned with how to 
repulse the totalitarian challenge 
and to secure the freedoms we have 
been privileged to inherit”’. 

Readers may recall the precise 
nature of Moss’ plan to make the 


world safe for democracy. After . 


much playing with definitions, in 
which anything to the Left of 
Margaret Thatcher (including the 
Labour Party) is described as “‘tot- 
alitarian”, Moss states: “An auth- 
oritarian solution is preferable to a 
totalitarian solution’. 

Moss defines authoritarian too. 
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and provide a news service to our readers unobtainable elsewhere. 
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Organisations £5 for 12 issues including postage. 
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lications, 21 Great Western Buildings, 6 Livery Street, Birmingham 3. 


He cites Chile and Brazil as ex- 
amples. 

Dr Watkins describes the book 
as “‘a weapon in our hands’’. We 
have been warned.

The NAFF is, of course, opposed 
to the trade unions, and believes 
in strike-breaking and scabbing and 
so on, none of which should 
occasion our surprise. 

But — what is this? An edit- 
orial in The Free Nation, con- 
cerned with the striking Heathrow 
engineers, concluding as follows: 
“It is essential for politicians to 
realise that the call for proper 
differentials is not ‘anti-social’. 
It is, in fact, the beginning of 
reason’’. 

In fact, we are near to the Free 
Nation supporting striking workers! 
Wonder of wonders! 

NAFF often accuses. other 
people of double standards. How 
odd it should support only those 
workers striking to increase the 
financial divisions between people. 

We are not, of course, opposed 
to the Heathrow engineers, or any- 
one else taking action in defence 
of working-class living standards, 
against the attacks of this or any 
other Government. But it is clear 
that the NAFF realises the pot- 
ential of skilled workers’ struggles 
in dividing the working-class against 
itself. 
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“Dustbin of the World” Protest 
A fierce row broke out over the 
campaign of Tory candidate Brian 
Gordon at the recent local by- 
election at Burnt Gate, Barnet, 
when Liberal and Labour candid- 
ates attacked his racist comments. 

Calling for an end to imm- 
igration he said that “Britain can 
no longer be the dustbin of the 
world”, and in the protests that 
followed this statement was one 
from Franklin, the National Front 
candidate, who claimed that the 
phrase was lifted from one of 
their leaflets. 

Gordon, who is vice-chairman of 
Young Herut the right wing Zion- 
ist organisation, was bitterly at- 
tacked by Liberal candidate Hugh 
Ogus, who said that his (Gordon’s) 
remarks “were more in keeping 
with a National Front candidate. 
It is statements of that nature 
which give the National Front 
fuel”. 

“T am always upset when I hear 
of a fellow Jew making statements 
which can be construed as-racialist. 

“Our immigrant relatives may 
have been a generation or two back, 
but were quickly accepted because 
they were not distinguisable by 
their pigmentation”’. 

Gordon was in deeper trouble 
after the count on the 14 April 
when after expressing his disa- 
pointment over his failure to win 
the seat he went on to say, “‘the 
amount of votes the Conservatives 
and the National Front (17%) 
polled showed people were disatis- 
fied with the Labour Party.” He 
then called for “unity amongst 
those opposition parties to see us 
back to how things should be’”’. 

This statement brought cries of 
“Racist” and Labour and Liberals 
were joined by Conservative coun- 
cillors and supporters in angrily 
condemning what they saw as a 
call for a Tory/NF alliance. Feel- 
ings. became even higher when a 
press photographer took a picture 
of Gordon and the NF candidate in 
a huddle at the end of the pro- 
ceedings. 

Later an extremely agitated and 
flushed Mr Gordon tries to ex- 


tricate himself by explaining that 
he had been “misunderstood”’ and 
what he had meant was that the 
votes of the two parties, Tory and 
NF, were votes against the Labour 
Party. 


Lib-Lab-Tory Candidates 
Denounce Front 

At a conference against racial- 
ism and for a multi-racial society 
held in Bath, and attended by over 
150 people, the Parliamentary 
candidates of the three parties, 
Chris Mayhew (Liberal), Chris Pat- 
ten (Conservative) and Coun. Mar- 
tin Baber (Labour), joined  to- 
gether to attack Front policies. 

Chris Mayhew saw it as “a 
political fight between the three 
parties on the one hand and join- 
ing together to combat the com- 
mon enemy of racism and the 
Front on the other”’. 


Teachers Express Concern at 
Front Meetings in Schools 

Teachers in various parts of the 
country have expressed growing 
concern at the effects of National 
Front meetings in schools. Evi- 
dence of friction, particularly in 
multi-racial areas, is being care- 
fully watched. 

The Front racist education 
policy which includes such items as 
“Separate schools for immigrant 
children whilst awaiting compul- 
sory repatriation”, and “Changing 
the syllabus to incorporate only 
British and Empire history’ has 
been condemned by many teachers 
organisations. 

Staff at Creighton School in 
Muswell Hill, London wrote to the 
parents of the pupils at the school 
disasociating themselves from a 
Front nomination meeting for the 
council elections, that was recently 
held there. 

One teacher said that “‘in the 
circumstances it’s comparable to 
inviting Hitler to speak in a syn- 
agogue”’.

The National Association for 
Multi-Racial Education is asking 
other schools to also make pro- 
tests. 

In Birmingham the NUT has 
complained to the council over 
school lettings to racist organ- 
isations.

Church Leaders in Leicester Take 
Firm Stand Against Front 

A number of Church Leaders of 
various denominations issued a 
statement commiting themselves to 
a firm stand against racialism. 

‘We wish to make this united 
statement, which arises from our 
Christian convictions. 

‘A multi-racial and multi-cul- 
tural society having now grown 
up in Leicester, we welcome all 
progress towards respect and under- 
standing between the various com- 
munities. 

“We deplore the proposals to 
expel any citizens in this country 
on racial grounds. 

‘We deplore the appeal to fear, 
envy, greed and prejudice to 
arouse racial antagonism among our 
fellow citizens.” 

Canon Richard Wootton, chap- 
lain for community relations in the 
Leicester Diocese said, “It was felt 
that people should be clear where 
the leaders of churches in Leicester 
stand, and we have taken a clear 
stand.”

Lewisham Tories Row Over 
Community Relations 

An angry row broke out at 
Lewisham Council during the 
debate for the renawal of the grant 
to the Community Relations Coun- 
cil, as Tories criticised the CRC 
activity. 

Although the Tories said they 
would not vote against the grant 
they said they wanted to sound 
some ‘‘warning bells’. Challenging 
the claim that “race relations 
were working in Lewisham” Tory 
Deputy Leader Alan Humble said 
that not only were they not in fact 
working but they were counter 
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productive in many cases. Another 
Tory councillor, Nicholas Bennett 
said that many people were beg- 
inning to realise that Community 
Relations were a waste of public 
money and the publications give to 
much prominence to the views of 
the immigrants. 

After the vote was taken Labour 
Councillor Bradley moved that the 
council proceedings be suspended 
for 30 minutes in protest against 
some of the statements made by 
the Tories. 

An interesting footnote was the 
report that Tory GLC candidate 
for West Lewisham Roger Hiskey, 
refused to take part in a meeting 
organised by the Sydenham Free 
Church because the National Front 
and National Party candidates had 
not been invited. 

Nuff said.

Abingdon Liberal Quits — 
Supports NF 

Geoffrey Hucklebridge,  vice- 
chairman of Abingdon Constit- 
uency Liberal Party resigned from 
the Liberal Party claiming he was 
disilussioned with Party policy. 
His disillusionment has nothing 
to do with the Lib/Lab issue how- 
ever, for Mr Hucklebridge it turns 
out has other fish to fry. 

He finds himself at odds on the 
question of immigration and hang- 
ing and feels that he shares many 
aspects of Front policy.

Really Mr Hucklebridge! Those 
involved in the mass immigration 
of the 1930’s were the lucky 
remnants who managed to escape 
before the Nazi extermination 
programme got under way. 

Abingdon Liberal Party chairman 


David Calvin Thomas commenting 
on his former colleague’s defection 
said ‘“‘The National Front is so way 
out in its inhumanity of viewpoint 
that it is welcome to any one who 


holds such views’’.

Committees Against Racism Set-Up 
in Brent and Finchley 

Delegates from many organis- 
ations in the Finchley area met 
recently and agreed to form the 
Finchley Campaign Against Rac- 
ialism (FCAR). Speakers at the 
conference Sid Bidwell MP who 
said that the National Front was 
a Fascist organisation and their 
pretensions to being a “peaceful 
and respectable organisation”’ were 
a cover up. He layed heavy emph- 
asis on the fact that the guts of 
the problem was the concern of 
the Trade Union and Labour 
movement. “The rights and con- 
ditions of all work people no 
matter what their colour or sex 
must be defended by the Labour 
movement.” 

Cliff Lynch of the Association 
of Jamaicans said that he felt 
that the question of racism was 
second only in importance to that 
of the Hydrogen Bomb and _ al- 
though he hoped that what he had 
seen happen in the United States 
would not happen in Britain, he 
was not optimistic. 

Paul Hendrick, chairman of the 
Campaign, outlining the objectives 
said that “we must combat racialist 
propaganda and support and defend 
immigrant groups form attack. We 
must also deny racialists a right to 
a platform in this area. 


Brent 


250 delegates attended a meeting of 


the newly formed Brent Campaign 
Against Racism where they heard 
a hard hitting speech by Paul 
Seely of the Brent CRC. 


“Some of us only seem in- 
terested in fighting the National 
Front but the fight is also about 
looking at ourselves and fighting 
practices which may even amount 
to discrimination’’, he said. 

Reg Freeson MP pointed out that 
it was not enough to demonstrate 
against racism and hold _ con- 
ferences. A great deal depended 
on the committed and unglam- 
ourous work done by dedicated 
people that went on all the time. 

Jack Dromey, Brent Trades 
Council Secretary spoke about the 
Grunwick strike and said that the 
action of the immigrant workers 
has “‘firmly nailed the racist slander 
that black workers undercut the 
Trade Union movement”’. 

After the meeting all the dele- 
gates , also including the Mayor 
of Brent, joined the march in supp- 
ort of the Grunwick strikers.

ACTT Debate National Front 

The Film and Television tech- 
nicians’ union, ACTT, narrowly 
defeated a motion to black Natio- 
nal Front and National Party 
political broadcasts at its recent 
annual conference. 

In the context of the general 
move to the right in the union 
(the right-wing had _ successfuly 
overturned the union’s progressive 
South Africa policy earlier in the 
day), the closeness of the vote on 
the NP/NF ban was heartening. 74 
voted in favour, and 84 against. 

What was not heartening was the 
contribution of a self-proclaimed 
National Front shop steward, John 
Perryman of Reeds Laboratories, 
who is standing for the NF in 
Peckham for the GLC elections. 

ACTT anti-fascists are hoping to 
bring a similar motion to next 
year’s conference, and are cam- 
paigning for its acceptance.

THE NATIONAL FRONT 
By Martin Walker, Published by 
Fontana at £1.00 


During the February 1974 election, 
a Guardian journalist had a bright 
idea. Instead of following the 
progress of the campaign as a whole 
he would concentrate on two min- 
ority candidates in one constit- 
uency. The reporter was Martin 
Walker, the constituency was Tott- 
enham, and one of the candidates 
was Roy Painter of the National 
Front. 

The election over, Walker kept 
in contact with Painter, and various 
other leading NF figures, and he 
has now written a book about 
them. It’s called The National 
Front, and is published this month 
by Fontana at £1.00. In many 
ways, the volume will serve a useful 
function, in bringing together in a 
readable form a lot of the recent 
history of the Ultra-Right. As a 
political document, as an analysis 
of Fascism, as an exposure of its 
demagogery, it is muddled, in- 
complete, sometimes inaccurate 
and occasionally downright reac- 
tionary. 

Walker’s basic trouble is that he 
has learned, if not to love the 
Front, to love some of its members. 
He has, on his own’ admission, 
‘Tunched, dined, drunk and talked 
to the small hours with some of 
them’. One or two of them, he 
reports, “I now count as personal 
friends”. And it is this personal 
relationship, clearly, this discovery 
that even Fascists can be charming, 
delightful men, kind to children 
and fond of dogs, that has led him, 
one supposes, into the fundamental 
error of believing what they say. 
Insofar as Walker does not analyse 
their demagogery, his book is in 
fact an example of it. 


So, on the second page of the 
book, we find Walker telling us: 
“When John Kingsley Read tells 
me that he is sick and tired of the 
British elite being apologetic for 
the Empire, I have to agree... 
When Roy Painter expresses his 
fury at the callous destruction 
of the working-class community 
of North London .. . I have to 
agree . . . When Martin Webster 
tells me of his fear of walking 
certain streets in towns of our 
country, I understand. I fear those 
streets too’. 

It is all emotion; Walker’s reac- 
tion to his new friends is all based 
on a gut response to a sort of 
ideological protection racket. His 
intellect is clearly elsewhere: he 
even “knows what he means” 
when a leading NF member evokes 
the Battle of Britain, notwith- 
standing the fact that we know 
(and Walker knows, for, in calmer 
moments, he tells us so) that the 
Front believes that the War against 
Fascism was a wasted sacrifice, 
an historical error. And it is all 
summed up in the extraordinary 
statement that “I cannot find it 
in my heart or my conscience to 
call them ‘Fascists’ ’. Mr Walker’s 
heart and conscience are his own 
affair, but as readers we are entitled 
to know what is going on in his 
head. 

And clearly, Mr Walker’s head is 
now the repository for a lot of 
things that have been carefully 
placed there by his contacts. He 
has believed, for instance, that 
anti-Fascists were really responsible 
for the shooting attack on John 
Tyndall in August 1965 (the event 
was deliberately set up to be 
blamed on the Jews). He believes 
that the bulk of the money for the 
Greater Britain Movement’s Tulse 
Hill HQ came from Gordon Mar- 


shall alias Brown, although most of 
the money came from a South 
London doctor suspected of acting 
as a conduit for foreign Nazi 
funds. He believes that the two 
general elections of 1974 were 
financed out of NF subscriptions, 
whereas independent studies have 
shown a shortfall of at least 
£45,000. 

But worse than these factual 
errors, Walker has believed, as he 
puts it, that “The NF is a legal 
party, presenting a coherent and 
not unthoughtful programme to the 
electors”. Clearly, his late-night 
drinking partners did not and could 
not convince Walker of the right- 
ness of their point of view. What 
they have done is convinced him of 
its respectability and its cred- 
ibility. 

So he believes the NF when its 
leaders tell him that they are 
merely conventional politicians, 
albeit with views of which Walker 
disapproves, trying to achieve pow- 
er democratically. And from this 
comes the whole atmosphere of the 
bulk of the book, which deals 
with power-wrangles at the top of 
the NF and its predecessors. Here 
are not Nazis fighting over the 
potential spoils of a Fascist Britain, 
but politicians, even statesmen, 
engaging in conventional political 
power-broking. 

John Tyndall, for instance, NF 
Chairman, is praised in normal 
political terms. He is a man of 
“insight”, we are told, he has a 
“keen political mind’, and, when 
faced with the split of 1974, he 
faced “‘the greatest challenge of his 
political career’. 

Now, when Tyndall is being 
openly Nazi, Walker acknowledges 
this, and even refers to the echoes 
of Mein Kampf (which Tyndall 
referred to as “my doctrine” in a 
quotation not repeated here) when 
they leap up and bite him. But, 
sadly, Walker believes Tyndall too 
in his more cunning moments. 
When Tyndall, in his document 
Six Principles of British Nation- 
alism, chooses to water down his 
dictatorial leanings for political 
advantage, Walker refers to “his 
acceptance of the idea that gov- 
ernment must be acceptable to the 
people’. And, of this document as 
a whole, with its mouth-foaming 
hysteria about ‘decadence’ and 
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“parasites”, with its self-evidently 
puerile and lunatic ideas about 
the reformation of a white com- 
monwealth as Britain’s (voluntary?) 
granary, Walker tells us: “As a 
political statement, and as a polit- 
ical programme, ‘Six Principles’ had 
a fair claim to be seen as the most 
considerable theoretical production 
from the Nationalist right since 
Mosley’. 

Now, why has Walker fallen for 
all this? Why, when the NF attemp- 
ted to alter their Blimpish policies 
to drag more working class supp- 
orters into their web, does Walker 
blandly and with a straight pen 
announce: ‘‘The thrust of the 
NF’s policies moved sharply to the 
Left”? Why can Walker, in a book 
which goes into considerable detail 
about the Nazi pasts and present 
Hitler-worshipping of many NF 
leaders, state that “‘to think of 
National Front members as Fas- 


cists in the classic sense of the 
1930’s is silly’’? 
The fact is that he has not 


understood Fascist ideology. He has 
realised that it is not arbitrary, but 
has taken it at face value. He has 
not understood that the point of 
Fascists ideology is not whether 
or not it is true, but whether or 
not it will attract people to its 
ranks. It is functional, and Walker 
has not understood its function. So 
he can detail the conspiracy theory 
of the NF’s first Chairman, A. K. 
Chesterton, with its absurd idea of 
“Jewish Wall Street capital’’ as the 
promoter of Communism, describe 
Chesterton as “‘a logical man’’, and 
not point out that the “theory”’ is 
straight, unadulterated, classic Nat- 
ional Socialism, and that the 
purpose of anti-semitism is to div- 
ert anti-capitalist passions among 
the lower-middle— and working 
classes into a racist channel. 

And having missed that point, 
he compounds the error in his 
analysis of the 1974/5 split in the 
Front, which led to the formation 
of the National Party. He himself 
acknowledges his own _ responsib- 
ility for an unhistorical misreading 
of what was happening inside the 
Front: “In particular’, he reports 
of himself. “the Guardian 
began to talk of the emergence of 
a populist wing of the NF... 
The division that the Guardian 
(and subsequently the rest of the 
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press) was able to draw was be- 
tween the populists and the neo- 
Nazis’’. 

What Walker missed then and 
still misses in his book is the fact 
that the anti-Tyndall faction was 
composed of two distinct elements. 
Yes, indeed, there were a number 
of people, including Roy Painter of 
Tottenham, who believed in a 
watering down of the more overt 
Nazism of the Front (particularly 
the anti-semitism). But there was 
also a more historically-significant 
faction who committed the classic 
Nazi heresy of extending oppos- 
ition to Jewish “finance capital” 
to the whole of capital, as did the 
Strasser faction of Hitler’s NSDAP, 
and, to a lesser extent, the leader- 
ship of Roehm’s SA. (To do him 
justice, Walker does point out this 
influence, in one paragraph, having 
discussed the split entirely in terms 
of the “‘populist’? model: and des- 
cribes it as a peripheral element, 
“If a clear policy line could be said 
to emerge ... ” rather than a 
central core). Because Walker does 
not understand the tensions of 
Fascist ideology between its reac- 
tionary and _ pseudo-radical ele- 
ments, a tension that screams out 
of the experience of the 1930’s 
(to draw lessons from which is, 
you will recall, ‘‘silly’’) he cannot 
understand the significance of the 
Strasserite radicals of the National 
Party. And, indeed, he doesn’t 
mention at all Richard Verrall’s 
article in the Dec/Jan 76 Spearhead 
in which he attacks the radicals as 
promoting ‘“‘the perennial heresy of 
Nationalist politics . . . Marxism in 
the guise of Nationalism”’. 

And because he doesn’t under- 
stand the split in historical terms 
he is both grandiose about its 
possibilities (“Its implications were 
momentous. There was the oppor- 
tunity for a new party of the Right 
to emerge, shorn of . . . neo-Nazi 
taints‘) and faintly surprised at 
its predictable failure to defeat the 
National Front. And his surprise 
is, perhaps, mixed with an element 
of disappointment: certainly, his 
attitude to the National Party 
leadership borders on the sym- 
pathetic, if only by omission. 
Where, for instance, in his dis- 
cussion of last summer’s racist 
violence, is mention of Kingsley 
Read’s notorious and pornographic 


comment on the death of a young 


Asian: “One down, a_ million 
to go’’? 
It is no particular surprise, 


therefore, to find Walker’s own 
analysis of the nature of Fascism 
woefully simplistic. Indeed, he 
presents no analysis hinself, but 
describes, in sub-Reader’s Digest 
paraphase, the ideas of Trotsky 
(claiming that the ruling class 
encourages Fascism from the word 
go, and has no qualms about 
supporting it with “every effort’, 
a perspective of unconditional 
collusion between the ruling class 
and the Nazis which Trotsky spent 
years of patient work attacking). 
And having misread Trotsky’s main 
thesis, he proceeds from a false 
premise to a false conclusion: 
“We have come a long way from 
the classic Trotsky thesis of Fasc- 
ism. We are no longer talking of the 
deliberate encouragement of a 
violent anti-Communist party by an 
alarmed bourgeoisie’. No, of course 
we are not, in the early years of 
Fascism’s growth, talking of “‘del- 
iberate encouragment’’. As Trotsky 
pointed out time and again, that 
doesn‘t happen. It is only when 
Fascism has become a mass move- 
ment and the Ruling Class can see 
none but the Fascist road, that the 
leaders of industry, with extreme 
reluctance (Trotsky’s image is that 
of a man with toothache going to 
the dentist) hand over the reins 
of political power. 

Finally, we move on to Walker’s 
view of the opposition to Fascism, 
and the role of the Labour Party 
he supports. It will be of little 
surprise to readers, by now, to 
discover that Walker is, in his own 
words, “enough of a democrat” 
to accept that the NF “have a right 
to make their points to the elec- 
torate, to hire public halls, and to 
stand for elections’. And, if they 
were to win an election, Walker 
informs us, “they are entitled 
to my respect”. 

It will also be expected that 
Walker regards retreat before rac- 
ism as the best tactic for defeating 
it. The Race Relations Act, for 
example, is attacked because it 
‘played into the racialists’ hands’, 
by giving them “an on-going 
grievance’. And when Labour polit- 
icians, for crude electoral advan- 
tage, jump on the Racist band- 


wagon, we find Walker speaking of 
a “much respected Senior Labour 
politician” (Bob Mellish) and a 
“solidly socialist and decent Presi- 
dent of Birmingham Trades Coun- 
cils” (Bill Jarvis). And even having 
praised them, he waters down their 
felony: Mellish did not call for a 
limit to immigration’; his Party 
had been limiting it since 1965. He 
called for an inhumane stop to all 
immigration, including dependants 
and British citizens in East Africa. 

But we understand why Walker 
is not more venemous against 
certain sections of the Labour 
leadership, when we discover he is 
saving his bile for the Left. And 
here he does go to town. The defeat 
of Mosley’s Blackshirts at Cable St 
is “‘a dangerous myth to uphold”. 
The death of Kevin Gately in the 
riot of Red Lion Square, too, is 
now no more than ‘mythology’, 
and, indeed is Red Lion Square: 
“It was the NF which emerged as 
the innocent victims of political 
violence, the Left who emerged 
as the instigators”’. 

It is indeed interesting that 
Walker keeps using the word 
“violent’ to refer to the Left, but 


seldom if ever to the Right; that he 
ignores completely the proven 
occasions on which NF members 
in the last two or three years have 
committed violent offences; that 
he does not mention any of the evi- 
dence for NF _ preparations for 
terrorism. 

And, with sickening predicta- 
bility, he wheels out the classic 
Cold-war thesis that the Marxist 
Left and the Fascist Right are the 
same, that some strange political 
creed called ‘totalitarianism’? can 
be applied equally to Hitler and the 
Soviet Union; the politically blind 
(and academically discredited) 
thesis that an occasional identity 
in political method means an iden- 
tity in political intent, ignoring 
completely the fundamental differ- 
ence between a state attempting 
to build egalitarianism and a 
state trying to preserve privilege. 

And so, if opposing the Front in 
the streets is rejected, if those in 
the Labour leadership who pander 
to Racism are “decent” and “‘res- 
pected”’, we wait with baited breath 
for Walker’s answer to the growing 
menace of the NF, and find it con- 
tained in his conclusion: “My own 


suspicion is that we are going to 
have to live with it’’. 

Martin Walker reports in his 
introduction that a ban was placed 
on him by the NF. It would be 
rather childish to say that here the 
NF made a fundamental error, and 
that Walker is the best friend 
they’ve got. We can believe Walker’s 
contradictory claims to anti-Fas- 
cism. We can trust that he is sincere 
in his views, views reflected in the 
1930’s in Germany, where similar 
liberals were saying similar things, 
and look what happened to them. 

But Walker’s book is, for all its 
muddled sincerity, a national aff- 
ront. It is an affront to those 
people who have, without the bene- 
fits of a major publishing house, 
laboured long and hard to draw 
the parallels with the 1930’s, and 
to expose the demagogery that 
Walker has bolstered up in _ his 
book. It is an affront to those who 
have risked and received actual 
violence in their fight against Fasc- 
ism. It is an affront indeed, to 
those to whom Walker has dedi- 
cated his book: ‘‘Anti-Fascists 
everywhere’. 


Taken to the Cleaners 


The term to launder money has 
come up time and time again in 
books and films about the Mafia 
and one obviously thinks such 
goings on stop well short of Lon- 
don, in places as far away as Sicily 
and Los Angeles but no, Search- 
light has been given the glad tid- 
ings that this process of cleaning 
dirty money gained through various 
criminal enterprises has now 
reached London and tut tut the 
City itself. 

For some years now the Ex- 
treme Right in Italy apart from 
blowing people up or shooting 
them, or the occasional derail- 
ment of a train and attempts to 
subvert the armed forces, have 
carried out a large scale campaign 
of kidnapping. Some of the vic- 
tims have been killed but most 


have been returned after the 
payment of very large sums of 
money. 


Recent disclosures about the 
French “‘sewer rats gang”’ that stole 
millions of francs in cash and 
jewels from the vaults of a French 


bank in Nice, was populated by 
former members of the ultra 
right wing OAS who had up to date 
links with the Extreme Right in 
Italy came as very little surprise 
to us. 

But should we be surprised 
that a secondary London Banking 
House is involved in such goings on, 
when a number of these enter- 
prises have been involved in the 
organising and funding of private 
armies in recent years, and some of 
their Directors have strong per- 
sonal links with not only the right 
here but with the leading Italian 
Fascist group the MSI. 

In the early seventies members 
of the Monday Club were freq- 
uent visitors to Fascist functions 
in Italy and possibly other parts 
of Europe as well. Although the 
Monday Club made a real effort 
to rid itself of these people many of 
them dropped out of public view 
but continued with some zeal their 
association with groups like the 
MSI. One is even thought to have 
taken up residence in Rome rec- 


ently. 

It is also a fact that when 
Fascists have been on the run from 
the Italian Police for various 
crimes including murder a number 
of them have made a bee-line for 
London and obviously a little help 
from their friends here. 

Searchlight heard recently that 
one of these persons was the man 
who is wanted for the killing of 
an Italian investigating Magistrate 
who was looking into Fascist 
Bombings. Also the Italian Fascist 
Senator who fled to this country 
was said to be well known to 
British Right wingers, not the 
roughs of the National Front but 
people higher and better placed 
to help him. 

Now that one of these Banks is 
under Fraud Squad investigation 
for its activities, it once again 
shows that there are connections 
between the extreme right, parts 
of the establishment and _ the 
underworld. 
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
